Approved Studies Allowing Exceptions to the Standards and Regulations Under the Act: 

The protocol entitled, “Photic and Non-photic Influences on Circadian Phase Shifting 
During the Early Subjective Night,” was approved in June 1999. Last annual review was 
conducted on May 31, 2000. Approved number of Syrian hamsters: 24. The following 
paragraphs summarize the goals/significance and the procedures of the experiment, as provided 
by the principal investigator and approved by the lACUC. 

“Many studies have examined the effects of either photic (i.e. light) or non-photic 
stimuli on circadian rhythmicity, and it has been established that both types of stimuli can act on 
input pathways to the neural circadian system. An example of a commonly-used non-photic 
stimulus involves brief exposure to darkness (dark pulses) presented on a background of constant 
light. This stimulus produces characteristic changes in the phase of circadian rhythms when 
presented at different times during a circadian cycle. The phase-shifting effects of dark pulses in 
hamsters are believed to be mediated by increased activity, as previous studies have shown that 
restraining the animals during the dark pulses blocks the phase shifts observed during the mid- 
subjective day and late subjective night (e.g. Reebs, Lavery & Mrosovsky, 1989; Van Reth & 
Turek, 1989). However, to date, no studies have examined the effects of restraint on dark pulse- 
induced phase shifts during the early subjective night. Thus, this is one of the purposes of this 
study. The results would help to clarify whether dark pulses at this phase act at either the photic 
or non-photic input pathways to the circadian systems. A second purpose of this study is to 
examine the effects of light-exposure history on the circadian response to dark pulses presented 
during the early subjective night. The sensitivity of the mammalian circadian system is known 
to be affected by prior light exposure. Although constant light exposure is commonly used as a 
background in circadian studies involving dark pulses (and other non-photic stimuli), the 
intensity of such light exposure varies widely across studies, and the effects of this variable have 
not been systematically explored. Thus, the present study is designed to examine the effects of 
both restraint and light-exposure history on dark pulse-induced circadian phase shifts.” 

“Animals will be maintained individually in cages equipped with running wheels. 

Wheel running activity will be continuously recorded, providing a convenient and commonly- 
used marker of circadian rhythmicity. Animals will be maintained under constant light of 1, 10, 
or 100 lux (very dim to moderately bright, compared to normal room lighting of approximately 
300 lux). Due to equipment limitations, only eight animals will be tested simultaneously; 
following completion of the study, data from the 24 animals will be pooled.” 

“Approximately every three weeks, animals will be exposed to one of three stimulus 
conditions during the early part of the subjective night. In one condition, the lights will be 
turned off for a period of 6 hours, and the animals will be otherwise undisturbed. In the second 



condition, the animals will be confined to a small 7.5 x 9.5 cm nest box for a corresponding 6 
hour period. This nest box will be placed in the animal’s home cage, with the open side of the 
box placed against the bars at the side of the home cage, so as to provide ventilation and to 
prevent escape. The size of this nest box is similar to that used in previous studies (e.g. Reebs, 
Lavery & Mrosovsky, 1989), and although it is small enough to prevent the animal from 
expressing locomotor activity, it is large enough to allow the animal to express small movements 
(e.g. move its limbs, turn around). In the third condition, animals will be exposed to a 6 hour 
period of darkness during confinement to the nest box. It is this combined dark pulse-restraint 
condition that is of primary interest in this study, but dark pulses and restraint alone must also be 
included as control conditions. Following exposure to a particular stimulus, animals will be left 
undisturbed for at least 10 days, in order to measure stimulus-induced changes in circadian 
phase.”

Exception 1 . - Exemption to Pen Space Requirements for Laboratory Pigs. 

The Transplantation Biology Research Center periodically houses transplanted 
and fetal tissue donor pigs in the 100 to 130 kg range in the largest pens 
available, which provide only 25 square feet of floor space. This cage floor area 
is considered adequate for conventional pigs up to but not exceeding 100kg in 
body weight. In formulating an action plan to correct this minor deficiency, the 
investigator reviewed the situation with the Center for Comparative Resources 
veterinary staff. They found no adverse effects on the health of any of these 
animals The investigator then requested this exemption in the cage space 
recommendations in the "Guide", and the exemption was granted by the 
Subcommittee on Research Animal Care (SRAC is MGH s lACUC). The SRAC 
finds the animals over 1 00 kgs body weight to be comfortable in these 25 square 
foot floor area pens and able to assume all normal body positions without 
problems. 


Exception 2. - Exemption to Cage Space Requirements for Baboons. 

The Transplantation Biology Research Center houses five large male baboons 
as blood donors at the ninth floor research animal laboratory. Two of these five 
animals exceed the weight of 30 kgs recommended for the 10 square foot floor 
area cages This was identified during the December 2000 Semiannual SRAC 
facility inspection, and reported in that report to the responsible institutional 
official. The Center for Comparative Resources veterinary staff evaluates these 
animals daily and finds them in excellent health and condition. Based on their 
excellent condition, an exemption was recommended until money could be 
budgeted for purchase of larger cages. The investigator subsequently submitted 
a request for this exemption to the SRAC (MGH's lACUC) that was granted. Due 
to the budget process the r^uest for funding was submitted in March for 
purchase in the next FY which begins January 2002.

Exceptions to the Animal Welfare Act approved by the lACUC at 
Northeastern University 14-R-0021 

The lACUC has approved exceptions to the AWA to Dr. Fred Davis’ 
protocols. He has been allowed to go up to three weeks between cage 
changes of singly housed hamsters, to house them in light-tight ventilated 
chambers to alter light dark cycles, and to expose them to various lengths 
and intensities of light and darkness. 

The hamsters are housed in wheel running cages for circadian rhythm 
experiments. The PI feels that a cage change during an animal’s free 
running period in constant conditions induced activity can cause a phase 
shift or period change in its activity rhythm. In many experiments, phase 
and period are the critical measurements and the timing of a cage change is 
essential so that the research data is not impacted. This PI has been given 
permission to house hamsters in constant dim light to measure the free 
running times of the hamsters in the absence of external rhythmic factors, 
i.e. light cycles. A rhythmic light dark cycle will not allow for this 
information to be gathered. Every effort is made to design experiments to 
accommodate frequent cage changes, but occasionally a cage will be not be 
changed for a period of 2-3 weeks.

Explanation for lACUC Approved Exceptions to USDA Regulations 16-R-0001 


Environmental Enhancement to Promote Psychological Well-being 

Three Chlorocebus aethiops underwent multiple surgeries to assess a novel therapeutic 
approach. These animals were individually housed and isolated from other nonhuman 
primates during a portion of the studies to prevent potential occupational health and 
animal health exposures inherent to the research. Environmental enrichment was 
enhanced to compensate for the lack of audio or visual contact with other animals. 
Animals were monitored daily by the investigator(s) and the veterinary staff for pain, 
discomfort, distress, and for overall body condition. No complications were detected. 

Feeding 

Thirty-six Macaca mulatta underwent food regulation to motivate learning. Animals 
were given a reduced ration of monkey chow during the testing period of four days per 
week. During this time, their diets were suppiemented by food rewards earned during 
testing and by food treats given as part of the enrichment program. The health status of 
the animals was monitored daily by the investigator(s) and the veterinary staff. Daily 
assessments included body condition, behavior, and hydration status. Animals were 
weighed weekly and returned to full feed when not on study. 


Watering 

One Macaca fascicu laris , one Macaca nemestrina . and fifteen Macaca mulatta 
underwent water regulation to enhance performance and motivation to learn and 
perform complex tasks. Water regulation has been used as a principal reinforcement 
for learning and memory research in primates by many laboratories. Fluid intake was 
sufficient to maintain the animals’ health and well-being. It was accomplished by: 1) 
permitting the animal to earn fluids to satiety each day during behavioral training and 
testing, 2) providing ad libitum chow and treats, 3) stopping fluid regulation when 
animals are not on study, and 4) monitoring of body condition, behavior, and hydration 
and weekly weights 

Multiple Major Survival Surgery 

Three Chlorocebus aethiops underwent an initial major surgery followed by a 
scientifically justified related surgery to assess novel therapies. Animals were 
monitored daily for pain, discomfort, distress, and overall body condition by the 
veterinary and investigator staffs. 

Two Macaca fascicularis and one Macaca mulatta underwent multiple surgeries. The 
animals were rested at least five days between surgeries. Multiple surgeries were 
scientifically justified in order to facilitate adequate data collection. Animals were 
monitored daily for pain, discomfort, distress, and overall body condition by the 
veterinary and investigator staffs. No adverse complications were detected.

Animals were 
maintained in Tomahawk traps to minimize stress to the animal and prevent potential 
injury to them and to personnel, which could result from a transfer between the trap and 
a cage. During this period, animals were provided daily care and anesthetized 
(Ketamine and Xylazine) once for blood collection for epidemiology studies. Animals 
were monitored daily for comfort and maintenance of overall body condition by the 
veterinary, animal care, regulatory, and investigator staffs. Animals did not exhibit any 
overt discomfort or distress. 

Nutritive Food Value 

Forty hamsters were fed a nutrient deficient diet to mimic a tropical nation’s diet to 
further anti-parasitic vaccine development. Animal weights were monitored by the 
investigator staffs. Veterinary and investigator staffs monitored for signs of discomfort, 
distress, and overall body condition daily.

Feeding 

Thirty-five Macaca mulatta underwent food regulation to motivate learning. 
Animals were given a reduced ration of monkey chow during the testing period of 
four days per week. During this time, their diets were supplemented by food 
rewards earned during testing and by food treats given as part of the enrichment 
program. The investigator and the veterinary staff monitored the animals’ health 
status. Daily assessments included body condition, behavior, and hydration 
status. Animals were weighed weekly and returned to full feed when not on 
study. Animals did not exhibit any overt discomfort or distress. 


Watering 

One Ma caca nemistrina and six Macaca mulatta underwent water regulation to 
enhance performance and motivation to learn and perform complex tasks. Water 
regulation has been used as a principal reinforcement for leaning and memory 
research in primates by many laboratories. Fluid intake was sufficient to 
maintain the animals health and well-being.

Non-human Primate Cage Cleaning 

The combination of the size and weight of the monkey cage units in the primate rooms, 
and the difficulty in maneuvering the racks into the retrofitted rack washers create a 
potential safety hazard for employees. Removing these racks from the room with 
minimal door clearances, into the narrow corridor space, and up the incline to the rack 
washers is extremely difficult, even though the unused caging from these racks has 
been removed when possible to reduce the rolling weight. Due to these difficulties, 
primate caging is washed at one month instead of two week intervals. The cage 
bottoms and pans are washed twice daily. 

The policy currently applies to all nonhuman primates within the facilities. (Currently 
11 cynomolgus monkeys.)

recovery area for up to 48 hours, though in practice, the actual rwovery penod is 
sienificantly less]. This enclosure is heated and kept warm for the animals, which are 
asleep for the majority of the time spent in the area.

Summary of Exceptions to Welfare Regulations 

1 . Some of the Siberian hamsters {Phodopus sungoms) have been housed in a temperature- 
controlled chamber for a study of their ability to become torpid in cold situations, which 
conserves energy reserves. They were held at temperatures down to 8 degrees Celsius. 

The hamsters are properly housed in every other way. In fact, in view of the fact that the 
Siberian hamsters commonly experience even lower winter temperatures in the wild, the 
housing can be said to conform with the statement on page 101-102 (§3.126) of the Animal 
Welfare Regulations which reads "The ambient temperature shall not be allowed to fall 
below nor rise above temperatures compatible with the health and comfort of the animal." 

Because this ability to assume torpor is well known, and it can be studied only at lower 
temperatures than those maintained in the regular animal housing, the lACUC has approved 
this use of the controlled temperature chamber. 

2. In studies of circadian rhythms, endogenous rhythms are discovered by housing animals in 
constant conditions of light or dark. For the Siberian hamster, during the time period for 
discovering the free-running rhythm, that is the rhythm exhibited when there are no clues to 
the actual 24-hour day/night cycle, the animals are kept in constant darkness. These are 
nocturnal animals and there is no reason to believe that constant darkness causes them any 
discomfort. The lACUC has approved housing Siberian hamsters in constant darkness for 
experiments concerning circadian rhythms.

SUMMARY OF EXCEPTIONS 
University of Illinois - Chicago 
33-R-018 

The Institutional Animal Care and Use Committee of the University of Illinois - Chicago has 
approved an exception to the minimum space requirements as contained in Section 3.80 Primary 
Enclosures of the Standards promulgated to implement the Animal Welfare Act for 15-20 kg. time, 
pregnant baboons (Papio sp). This exception is for the period that the animal is instrumented and 
tethered and does not exceed 90 days. The exception was granted to minimize the chance that the 
animals might damage the tether system which would result in detrimental effects to the animal and 
the fetus - hemorrhage. The exception granted is to maintain the instrumented animals in an eight 
square foot primary enclosures whose floor space has been reduced to six square feet by cranking 
in the squeeze back mechanism. During the reporting period 5 animals were temporarily housed 
under this exception and the housing period did not exceed 90 days. 

The Institutional Animal Care and Use Committee of the University of Illinois - Chicago has 
approved an exception to the mi n imum space requirements as contained in Section 3.80 Primary 
Enclosures of the Standards promulgated to implement the Animal Welfare Act for the temporary 
housing of male and female baboons (Papio sp). The exception granted was that the male cage does 
not have to provide twice the minimal area required to house one animal during periods of breeding. 
This exception is for the period that the female is placed in the males cage for the purpose of 
breeding. This period generally does not exceed 5 days and the male cage contains 15 sq. ft. The 
exception was granted because the housing is only temporary in nature, and it is a generally accepted 
practice for many species that the female is taken to the male cage for breeding. It is the consensus 
of the veterinary staff that the current caging system provides ample space for the animals to engage 
in species specific interactive behaviour. During the reporting period 61 animals were temporarily 
housed under this exception. 

The Institutional Animal Care and Use Committee of the University of Illinois - Chicago has 
approved an exception to the minimum space requirements for bats as contained in Animal Care 
Policy # 24, which was designed to clarify Section 3.128 Space Requirements of the Standards 
promulgated to implement the Animal Welfare Act. The exception granted was that bats could be 
maintained in a cage that did not provide sufficient unobstructed enclosure volume to enable 
movement by flying during the quarantine period and post-surgical manipulation. The exception 
was granted in order to facilitate the training of the bats to eat meal worms during the quarantine 
period as well as to better assess their food consumption and physical condition during both the 
quarantine period and post-surgical manipulation. During the reporting period 60 animals were 
housed temporarily under this exception and the housing period did not exceed 50 days 
(approximate duration of the quarantine period).

SUMMARY OF EXCEPTIONS 
University of Illinois - Chicago 
33-R-018 


The Institutional Animal Care and Use Committee of the University of Illinois - Chicago has 
approved an exception to the mi nimum space requirements as contained in Section 3.80 Primary 
Enclosures of the Standards promulgated to implement the Animal Welfare Act for the temporary 
housing of male and female baboons (Papio sp). The exception granted was that the male cage does 
not have to provide twice the minimal area required to house one animal during periods of breeding. 
This exception is for the period that the female is placed in the males cage for the purpose of 
breeding. This period generally does not exceed 5 days and the male cage contains 1 5 sq. ft. The 
exception was granted because the housing is only temporary in nature, and it is a generally accepted 
practice for many species that the female is taken to the male cage for breeding. It is the consensus 
of the veterinary staff that the current caging system provides ample space for the animals to engage 
in species specific interactive behaviour. During the reporting period 3 animals were temporarily 
housed under this exception.

An exception to the standards and regulations under the Act, involves non-human primate 
caging during the 2001 - 2002 year. Wall mounted non-human primate caging was 
installed in one room to augment our standard primate housing in 1998. A second room 
was equipped with similar wall mounted caging in March of 2002. The wall-mounted 
cages used in these rooms provide approximately 4.2 ft^ of floor space rather than the 4. 3 
ft^ required for non-human primates between 3 to 10 kg. The height of these cages is 
34.6 inches and they slant outward from the bottom. The total volume of these wall- 
mounted cages is greater than 12.0 ft^ Therefore the height and volume are both greater 
than the 30 inch height and 10.75 ft^ volume requirements for 3 to 10 kg, non-human 
primate caging. The guidelines state that innovative primary enclosures not precisely 
meeting the floor area and height requirements, but that do provide a sufficient volume of 
space and opportunity to express species typical behavior may be used when approved by 
the Committee. The cage measurements and a study in which primate behavior 
(macaques and baboons) was compared between animals housed in caging similar to the 
ones in question at NBR and those of 4.5 ft^ floor space were discussed. The study 
discovered no behavioral evidence that a 4.0 ft^ was not a suitable substitute for a 4.5 ft 
floor area cage. The Animal Care and Use Committee approved the use of the 4.2 ft 
floor area, 34.6 inch height and > 12.0 ft2 volume cages for animals in the 3 to 10 kg 
weight range. Seventy-two non-human primates were housed at some time in the wall- 
mounted cages during the 2001 - 2002 year.

2001/2002 Annual Report Attachment: Summary of lACUC Exceptions to the AWA 


The lACUC approved two exceptions to the Standards and Regulations for the care and use of 
guinea pigs. The exceptions approved were variances in 1) the minimum interior height 
requirement of the primary enclosures used to house the animals, and 2) their normal diurnal 
light cycles. 

Fourteen (14) guinea pigs involved in a study investigating the effects of ultra violet (UV) 
radiation on cataract formation in the lens were housed in specially modified cages containing 
two “black light” UV lamps mounted to the inside top of the cage. 

This lamp arrangement, along with the need for a 1/4” mesh screen to prevent the animals from 
coming in direct contact with the lamps or their fixtures, resulted in a minimum height of five 
inches (5”) directly under the lamps (approximately 50% of the cage floor space) and a minimum 
height of six inches (6”) between the lamps. 

The anima ls were exposed to the UV light continuously. Normal room lights were activated 
only for daily inspection and examination of the animals and to provide proper lighting for daily 
animal care duties. 


The health status of these animals was routinely monitored by the veterinarian, animal care staff 
and the principal investigator for signs of ill effects from the UV exposure and/or primary 
housing conditions. No complications resulting from such were encountered.

The 
lACUC approved separately housing hamsters (six hamsters involved) and mice in the same 
room in the Guggenheim Building, Mayo Clinic Rochester. Both species within this room 
were housed in microisolation cages, which provided the animals with their own 
microenvironment. This was done because both species were being used in a protocol where 
animals had been exposed to a Biosafety Level II organism. To contain this organism, both 
species of animals were housed in the same room within a designated Biohazard Facility. 

The lACUC also approved housing 12 pigs at between 25-30 kg in 12 square feet for less 
than 24 hours in the Birdsall Building, Mayo Clinic Jacksonville. 

Attending veterinarians at all sites have the authority to ensure that adequate veterinary care 
is provided. Veterinarians oversee the Section of Veterinary Medicine, which administers all 
aspects of the animal care and use program at Mayo Foundation.

An exception to the use of pharmaceutical -grade compounds as outlined in USDA 
Policy 3, Veterinary Care was scientifically justified by the principal investigator and 
approved by the lACUC for a non-recovery study in anesthetized dogs where Pharmacia 
compounds are evaluated for effects on renal function. The alcohol content in the 
commercially prepared pharmaceutical grade sodium pentobarbital was scientifically 
unacceptable due to the effect of alcohol on platelet aggregation and the release of anti- 
diuretic hormone. Due to the potential negative impact on study endpoints, the lACUC 
approved the use of non-pharmaceutical-grade sodium pentobarbital for this project.

lACUC APPROVED EXEMPTIONS 

DOGS 

The lACUC has approved exemptions of exercise for dogs (purpose bred beagles) immediately 
post IV catheter installation and also if the catheterization is for continuous infusion which may 
be interfered with while exercising due to the playful nature of the dogs. On occasions, 
exemption has been approved when a test compound might be expected to induce vomiting and it 
is essential to identify the dog which may have vomited, in order to prevent other dogs that are 
exercising from consuming vomitus unintentionally. Dogs may be exempted during 
pharmacokinetic blood sampling. An occasional dog is exempt from exercise due to medical 
reasons but, only on the order of the Attending Veterinarian. 

NONHUMAN PRIMATES 

Nonhuman primates on toxicology studies may be exempted from commingling depending on 
the nature of the compound being studied, and compatibility of the monkey. 

Although cynomolgus monkeys have been proven to be compatible, they are unpredictable in 
their sudden change of attitude to bite and fight. Due to the unpredictability of the behavior of 
cynomolgus monkeys, to meet the study requirements of FDA, and GLP’s, they may be 
exempted from commingling for fear of injury which would require additional drugs to be given 
to the monkeys, and/or cause a need for surgery or result in death due to fighting. These 
conditions could require additional monkeys to be assigned to the study or cause the study to be 
repeated. Monkeys may be exempted during pharmacokinetic blood sampling. Exemption from 
commingling has been approved for conditions immediately post IV catheter installation and if 
the catheterization is for continuous infusion which may be interfered with during commingling.

Whenever nonhuman primates are exempted from commingling, they are still provided with 
environmental enrichment toys, devices, treats, etc. An occasional monkey is exempt from 
exercise due to medical reasons but, only on the order of the Attending Veterinarian.

Six investigators used restricted access to food and/or water to train cats and nonhuman 
primates to perform tasks for rewards. In some cases, dietary supplements, such as fruit 
juice, fruit and other treats that were used for enrichment, were restricted to increase the 
animals’ interest in these items during study periods. All six investigators also required 
physical restraint (sound box or chair) for up to six hours to study neural processing and 
mechanisms in areas such as hearing, conditioned motor learning, mastication, and 
cognitive and motor deficits. 

Prior to starting the restricted water access paradigm, each animal’s ad libitum baseline 
daily water consumption was determined. Once the restricted access study began, water 
was restricted for up to 18 hours prior to each study session or limited to 50 ml/kg per 
day in some primate protocols to motivate the animals to perform tasks for fruit juice or 
water rewards. Fruit was also restricted during this period. Daily water requirements 
were met during study periods or immediately after the study when the remaining balance 
of the daily baseline water consumption was provided in the animal’s home cage. 

When food restriction procedures were used, the animals’ weights and ad libitum food 
consumption were measured prior to the training paradigm. During each daily training 
session, a slurry of food and liquid, food pellets, or treats (e.g., fruit and nuts) were used 
as a reward to enhance the training and performance of behavioral tasks. After the 
training session or study, additional chow was provided to each animal. The amount of 
chow was adjusted in order to maintain each animal’s body weight at no less than 85% 
(cats) to 90% (primates) of the baseline weight taken before the study began. Other 
studies involved withholding food for up to 24 hours prior to electrode insertion and 
subsequent EMG measurements. In these studies, the animals were given a variety of 
foods during the experiment to study chewing motion. 

There were a total of six protocols that used these paradigms. The protocols involved 18 
cats, 16 macaques, 4 owl monkeys, and 4 baboons for this reporting period. 

Food and water consumption, body weights, physical condition and health were 
monitored daily by the investigators’ staff, the clinical veterinarians, the veterinary 
teehnicians, and the animal care staff.

Explanation for animals used under the Pain/No Drugs category: 

In order to study the molecular basis of pain (nociception), it is necessary to 
study animals under these conditions. However in the majority of our studies, we 
perform our behavioral studies to determine the threshold of pain in the animals. 
Therefore, no more stimulus is applied than that required to elicit a minimally 
aversive response, and the animals are freely moving and able to withdraw the 
paw from the stimulus. Thus, the actually pain experienced by the animals is 
minimal. Certain of our studies involve the injection of inflammatory agents, 
which likely induce some pain to the animals, however this is never enough to 
limit the animals mobility, access to food and water, or of sufficient intensity to 
induce vocalizations indicating extreme stress or intense pain. If an animal were 
to appear to be under extreme distress, we would euthanize the animal by an 
overdose of anesthetic. However, this has not occurred in the course of our 
studies.

Some 
of the records are in the process of being reclaimed, but the process is veiry slow. We do not expect 
that the animal usage records will be readable after undergoing this process, since most records kept 
in ballpoint ink have been smeared and are unreadable . If they do prove readable, we will amend this 
report at a later date.

7 sheep weighing between 25-50 kg. were given enclosures of 14 square feet, secured to restrict movement 
to 3 feet forward and 3 feet backward, and could have been the only animal in the room. The duration of 
the study lasted up to 90 days in some cases. The animals were able to raise normally and lie down 
normally, they could not turn around. The nature of the power source to the implanted device would not 
allow for interruption of the current or the animal would die within 2 minutes. Animal care personnel were 
present in the room 24 hours per day to provide care and social enrichment. During 2 studies 2 animals 
were present in the room at the same time. 

Attached is a sample of the Exemption from Social Interaction or Enviommental Requirements for 
Research Animals. The animals were observed by one or more of the lACUC at 2 week intervals and the 
form was completed, signed and added to the animal’s record. Signs of distress, behavior problems, weight 
loss, appetite changes and any medical conditions were reviewed by the I ACDC at this time and noted on 
the Exemption form. No adverse conditions ever occurred in these 7 sheep.
